Commissioner of Markets William 
Fellowes Morgan, Jr., yesterday an- 
nounced the formation of an “emer~ 
gency food counci]” which will act 
to prevent “any recurrence of 
precipitate price rises or shortages.” 

The Council was formed at a con- 
ference of representaticves of all 
important branches of the grocery 
industry here. 

In a statement following the con- 
ference it was declared that “there 
is no shortage on hand or in sight 
in any food commodity” and re- 
ported that there has been a de- 
crease in the price of several staple 
foods. It was agreed that the con- 
ference would meet immediately 
upon “any future dislocation of 
any food commodity.”
